HOW ABOUT A BY-LAW? 

Although in 1914 thrrc appeared la be every 
reason to believe an agreement wojjisl, be reached in 
connection with Johnson Street bridge, the with¬ 
drawal of lit least two ofjhe parties interfiled pro-" 
iented a difficulty which became a deadlock when 
war broke out.

A few weeks «fo the suggestion of a jeitrt ter¬ 
minal ou the Soughees lieaerve, each company's 
lystem entering it over commou usage tracks, ap¬ 
peared to find geueral favor except with the C. P. 

R. This proposal recommended that Johnson Street 
be an elevated viaduct—permitting the railway, 
lines to ruu underneath—for pedestrian and street 
ear traffic only. The Vice-President of the C.P.R. 
however, discouraged hope of a solution by the 
adoption of this method and the company's subae- 
queut refusal to remove its terminals to the reserve 
—a very natural stand for it to take—again 
brought the matter to a standstill. 

In a final endeavor to find a way out of the im¬ 
passe a further plan, embodying many of the fea¬ 
tures contained in previous proposals, wus sub¬ 
mitted by the city and it is this latest suggestion 
which has apparently won the approval of the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway Company, City^officials and 
Premier iMiver. howevcr. are advised that the com¬ 
pany sees a value to its system of not more than 
#60. (TO in He” promised structure, but fie vert heiei« T 
agrees to contribute $100,000. This sum. together 
with a grant of #200.000 voted by the Legislature, 
leaves something like #'100.000 to be raised by the 
sity, with possible aid from other tourees. 

There now retrains but one more door- to a set¬ 
tlement of this whole question, and that is the 
submission by the city of a by-law for the sanction 
of the people.

TOOK A DIFFERENT COURSE 

During the Wifi session of the British Columbia 
Legislature a resolution recommending the aboli¬ 
tion of Grand Juries found almost unanimous sup¬ 
port Apparently the Dominion Government has 
not seen fit to alter the law, and Grand Juries will 
continue to hnve their being at the Spring and Fall 
anuses. 

If the customary “out-of-court" functions of 
this honorable body have been more or less 
lightly dubbed- as a “joy-ride” in the past, the 
presentatiou made by the Victoria Grand Jury to 
Chief Justice Hunter on Friday afternoon was not 
only a useful exception, but a pattern that might 
lie followed witli considerable profit by other 
Grand Juries in British Columbia.

Thr real object 
of the decree evidently is to make the German 
pople realise the full significance of the conditions 
Germany ia called ni>ou to meet. ' The big centres 
are reported to to have surrendered themselves to 
abnormal frivolity and heetie excitement, a psy¬ 
chological condition which, while not unusual in 
the circumstances, presents all the elements of 
combustion, and, therefore, is decidedly dangerous 
to the Government. 

It will be interesting to contemplate the way 
in which the German people take the Government’s 
decree. They have not had much practice in or¬ 
ganised national mourning. All their demonstra¬ 
tion* have been over official claims of victories and 
the terrible atrocities committed by their forces 
on land and sea. We wonder how the populace 
whic^i acclaimed the “glorious days’ 1 qf the out¬ 
break of the war with unexampled enthusiasm, 
which celebrated the massacre of innocents on the 
| ■- which deliriously anolauded the unit inn 


of hospital ships and tho bombing of defenceless 
towns, which chanted the “Hymn of Hate” from 
the Rhine to the Oder, will respond to the official 
decree for a week of mourning. 

If Germany bad been less systematically bru¬ 
talized by Prussian militarism during the last fifty 
years her Government would not now be trying to 
interrupt a saturnalia of licentiousness by de¬ 
creeing a week of mourning because she must pay 
the price of her fearful misdeeds. She would be 
repenting in sackcloth and ashes her record of the 
last five years; she would be mourning the loss of 
her good name, for the millions who have suffer*! 
and died through her actions, snd she would be 
Sternly punishing the sttlhors of the war and the 
innumerable infamies which marked her conduct 
of it. If Germany can mourn only because she 
must face thr reckoning, because site has failed to 
plant her foot upon the corpse (if civilization, it 
is quite evident she is not esscittially altered under 
Kbcrt and Hclu-idewann from the Germany under 
the lloheuzollortui and the Great (leticral Staff.
